WHAT IS THE PROGRAM? 

The paving companies have about fin- 
ished their work for the season in the city. 
Taken in conjunction with the street gra- 
velling that has been done and the recon- 
struction of sections of the street railway, 
the results show that another substantial 
advance has been made toward overtaking 
the neglect of former years and putting 
the streets of the city in the condition that 
is required in a modern business centre. 

When Edmonton a few years ago 
adopted a program of systematic and con- 
tinuougagstreet improvement, it fortunately 
did so with a clear understanding that 
only moderate progress was possible with- 
out inviting an adverse reaction upon the 
city’s eredit or unduly increasing taxa- 
tion. As a consequence, expenditure un- 
der this heading has been kept well with- 
in bounds, and the annual instalment of 
improvement work has been only a fair 
average of the amount that should be 
done each year until the business and resi- 
dential streets are brought up to the 
standard of other cities and the standard 
that is reasonably required. 

While conditions are less favorable 
from the business standpoint than in form- 
er years, the reverse is true as regards the 
making of public improvements. Munici- 
palities and governments can now obtain 
money for such purposes at lower interest 
rates than when times are good, and the 
improvements can be secured at corres- 
pondingly less cost to the taxpayers. And 
business conditions in Edmonton, as else- 
where, are directly and materially affect- 
ed by the extent to which the municipality 

and the governments—take advantage 
of the opportunity. thus, presented. In 
times like these, public expenditure exerts 
a stimulating and steadying effect, and 
helps to offset the influence of the depres- 
sion in reducing farm income and slowing 
down industry. 

Edmonton has still a long way to go 
before the results of the long period of en- 
forced neglect will be overtaken and the 
streets and the street railway system 
brought up to the mark. There are miles 
of street railway tracks which are badly 
in need of reconstruction; some sections 
which can only be operated at undue re- 
pair cost and the risk of accidents. There 
are considerable stretches of business 
thoroughfares which should be paved or 
repaved without avoidable loss of time, 
and many miles of residential streets and 
lanes where gravelling is required. 

There are also hundreds of men in the 
city, permanent residents, who are without 
work and have little or no prospect of get- 
ting work except on municipal or govern- 
ment undertakings. Unless work is pro- 
vided for them, a large number wil! have 
to be maintained by direct relief at the ex- 
pense of the taxpayers for an indefinite 
time. It is better for all parties concerned 
that men be paid wages for doing useful 
work than that they be paid doles, in cash 
or kind, without making any equivalent re- 
turn, if any return at all. 

That Edmonton will continue its im- 
provement program next year, at about 
the same pace as in the present and recent 
years, is to be assumed. It would be folly, 
from the city’s standpoint, to throw away 
the opportunity to get another instalment 
of the program carried through while that 
can be done at something less than the 
usual cost, and to pile up more arrears for 
the future. The reaction upon the employ- 
ment situation would be tragic, and the 
consequences to the business institutions 

d interests of the city would be both 

land serious. To carry on, at the mod- 

tely progressive rate we have been 
taking, is the safe and sane course. 

It is to be supposed that the engi- 
department has been planning 
next year’s work under this heading. And 
it will be well if the program is passed 
upon by the commissioners and the city 
council without delay, and the public told 
what it is proposed to do. The municipal 
approaching, when the nec- 
essary improvement bylaws should be sub- 
mitted for the approval of the burgesses. 
The sooner these projects are got before 
the attention of the taxpayers the better. 
The circumstances are such that the more 
thoroughly the question is discussed the 
more convinced the burgesses must be- 
that it is upon every cc nsideration 
visable and important to authorize the 
carrying on of this class of improvement 
work, without haste but without halting.
